Nei- 
ther Grouse nor J. L. Schaefer were 
injured seriously.

The constable early this morning 


was reported in "good" condition 
but that complications were feared, 
He is alleged to have struck Dr.

Hopkins admitted WPA involvement 
in politics, admitted he should not 
have made political speeches as 
WPA administrator and admitted 
that he should have fired WPA per- 
sonnel that engaged in politics, 
Bailey observed.

(D) of Florida, hailed Hopkins' ap- 
pearance as a "great showing." Pep- 
per predicted Hopkins' "will be the 
greatest secretary of commerce that 
we have ever had." 


Sec Senate Floor Fight

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SLAUGHTER IN SPAIN CONTINUES 


HE swiftly fluctuating tides of battle in Spain prove only one 


thing, a truism that needs no proof, that is supported by 


the evidence of centuries of history—that the Spaniard, is one 
of the world's most valiant soldiers and is never beaten until 
the last drop of blood has been shed. 


A dozen times since the beginning' of the Spanish civil 


war, 
General Franco and his insurgents have seemed about to 


deliver the coup de grace. 
They have gained possession of 


most of the territory and many key cities and towns though 
Madrid and Barcelona have not as yet fallen. 
They have had ' 


the advantages of Italian and German support in the field and 
have throughout the conflict received arms and supplies from 
outside. 


For a time within the last few weeks there have been 


impressive signs that the end was near. 
After long preparation, 


and with substantial foreign aid, General Franco launched a 
determined attack which seemed to have many evidences of 
linality. 
Within two weeks, the Nationalist Army, advancing 


lrom Lerida to Barcelona, smashed the Loyalist outpost posi- 
tions along the Segre and seemed to have cleared the way for 
the final encirclement of the city. 


But the latest drive to end the Spanish war has been halted 


by a. Loyalist diversion, an offensive in the southwest that has 
swept the Zujar River, and which has as its purpose a penetra- 
tion to the Portuguese border which will split Insurgent Spain in 
two. 
This strategy has had the effect of compelling General 


Franco to withdraw troops from Catalonia, thus weakening, 
it not stopping entirely, the whole northern drive. 


There is one positive and one probable consequence of the 


continuing war in Spain. 
The ruin of Spain may be regarded 


as a certainty, and there is reason to fear that the sparks that 
fly high from the Spanish conflagration may, if they are not 
soon controlled, set Europe ablaze.

War, April 6, 1917, until the end of 
May, 1918, the American forces took' 
no part in any major engagement. 
Even as late as the autumn of 1918, 
he reminded, American armies in 
Prance were still using French and 
British equipment. 


"Calling attention to these facts," 


he continued, "does not remotely 
intimate that the congress or the 
president have any thought of tak- 
ing part in another war on Euro- 
pean soil, but it does show that in 
1917 we were not ready to conduct 
large scale land or air operations. 
Relatively we are not much more 
ready to do so today than we were 
then—and we cannot guarantee a 
long period free 
from 
attack 
in 


which we could prepare. 


"I repeat that 'there- is a new 


range and speed to offense'.- 


"Therefore, it has become neces- 


sary for every American to restudy 
present defense against the possi- 
bilities of present offense against 
us." 


Need Revision 


Careful examination of the "most 


imperative present needs," he said, 
led him to propose the .$525,000,000 
emergency program, of which sum 
approximately $210,000,000 would be 
expended during the 
next 
fiscal 


year! 


"Information from other nations," 


he said, compelled a complete- revi- 
sion of our estimates for aircraft. 


This was an oblique reference to 


the report which Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh recently supplied gov- 
ernmental agencies, to the effect 
that Nazi Germany has 10,000 air- 
planes, and a. monthly .production 
capacity of 1,000, 


"N oresponsible officer," the Pres- 


ident continued, "advocates building 
our air forces up to the total either 
of planes on hand or of productive 
capacity equal to the forces of cer- 
tain other nations. We are think- 
ing in the terms of necessary de- 
fenses and the conclusion is inevita- 
ble that our existing forces are so 
utterly inadequate that they must 
be immediately strengthened." 


Military Aviation Alarms 


' The President pointed out that 
military aviation is "increasing to- 
day at an unprecedented and alarm-. 
ing rate." He mentioned "increased 
speed, increased range and increased 
capacity," 


The additional planes, he said, will 


considerably strengthen the air de- 
fenses of continental United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
Canal Zone. 


Of- the whole appropriation of 


$525,000,000, Mr. Roosevelt recom- 
mended that it be allocated in this 
way: 
$450,000,000 for needs of the 


army, including not only planes, but 
anti-aircraft guns, and other mod- 
ern equipment; $65,000,000 for new 
needs of the navy, and $10,000,000 
for the training of civilian 
air 


pilots. 


Co-operation between the govern- 


ment and colleges and universities, 
he said, would provide primary air 
training for 20,000 pilots. 


"The young men of this natior. 


should not be compelled to take 
the field with antiquated weapons. 
It would be economically unsound to 
provide in time of peace for all the 
modern equipment needed in a war 
emergency. 
But it jwould be na- 


tionally unsound not to provide the 
critical items .of equipment which 
might be needed for immediate 
use, and not to provide for facili- 
ties for mass production in the event 
of war. 


"Deviod of all hysteria, this pro- 


gram is but the minimum of re- 
quirements." 


Congress was prepared for the 


defense message, for Mr. Roosevelt 
had prepared the way for it in his 
historic message of January 4, when 
he flayed the, dictatorship countries 
and pictured them as the menacing 
aggressors of the democracies every- 
where-. 


His message was read by clerks 


to a receptive Congress. There was 
some grumbling over the increased 
expenditures, and there^will be some 
opposition to the program he pro- 
posed, but in the main it is ex- 
pected the President will get about 
what he asked for.

May Restore Some 


School Shop Work 


School Board Considers Pro- 


posal—Suggested By Sup- 


erintendent Green 


In a communication to the mem- 


bers of Lhe New Castle School Board 
on Wednesday night Dr. C. C. 
Green, 
superintendent, 
suggested 


several curricular changes for the 
coming school year. The most im- 
portant change suggested was the 
re-establishment in part'of the voca- 
tional courses for boys, making the 
shop work an adjunct of the senior 
high school. 


Dr. Green said the instructional 


cost would be small, inasmuch as 
the Federal government would pro- 
vide fifty per cent of the teacher 
cost in addition to which the state 
would grant its usual subsidy, 


"As a beginning," said Dr. Green, 


"I would recommend three shops, 
electricity, machine shop and draft- 
ing. In the long run this type of 
instruction will not cost any more 
than the present academic type and 
it will he more useful." 


Members of the board indicated 


their approval of such a course for 
n'ext year if the cost would not be 
too high. The budget Is in progress 


at this time and the board does not 
want to add anything to the school 
system that will increase the tax 
millage. The matter will be inves- 
tigated.

It is rarely that I have ever seen 


an overfed baby. When it happens, 
the youngster gains weight rapidly 
and vomits frequently after feeding. 
He has three or four, sometimes 
even more, semi-solid bowel move- 
ments each day. In the case of the 
breast-fed child, this will often cor- 
rect itself as less milk will be se- 
creted by the mother.

In an age of disturbing change 


aad uncertainty, as we begin feeling 
cut a new year, there is reassurance 
in at least one continuing phenom- 
enon of cur national life. That ,s 
Senator James Hamilton Lewis of 
Illinois, chosen majority whip of the 
senate, a leader in the organisation 
of the new congress. 
If Senator 


Lewis were to pass from public life 
or if there should be any abatement 
of his sartorial splendor, or any sag 
into the slack or casual in his rai- 
ment, such yielding would be indeed 
disquieting, a portent of that ero- 
sive change which in time takes the 
stoutest citadels. 


But there is no such yielding. 


Here is Senator Lewis again, with 
new and splendid waistcoats and 
haberdashery, still a D'Artagnan 
figure in a superlatively fitted mom- 
in" ccat, and as limber as DArtag- 
nan, ready for the tierce and ri- 
poste of forensic sword play undei 
the code duello of Olympian states- 
manship. 
His once pink whiskers 


are but a pale afterglow of their fea- 
rner glory. but tney are 
as 
• 
rant as the Spencerian penmanship 
of the days of tteir early fame. 


Hank Lewis' pink whiskers have 


been a-"cliche on newspaper ccpy 
desks for 40 years. They have, in 
that period, undoubtedly command- 
ed more newspaper space than the 
Washington 
monument. 
.under- 


standably, I think-and this with 
all due respect to the latter. We 
perhaps have not realized it but Mi 
Lewis''whiskers are a gonfalon of 


ijgh spirit and romantic endeavour. 
We have had mattress beards which 
were merely an economical substi- 
tute for a necktie or a muffler; we 
nave had 
various stereotypes of 


Dundrearies, goatees and underslung 
or looping Victorian effects; we have 
had the massive beards of the pro- 
phets, suitable for portentous wag- 
ging, imposing judicial beards and 
grim Genera] Grant beards—but 
they have nil been derivative, all 
slavishly typed and stylized. Never 
before have we had a genuinely sui 
generis beard like that of J. Ham 
Lewis, with a permanent wave, a 
suffusion of .unique color and a 
flourish. 


V 
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Color and flourish are not as 


easily come by in a democracy as in 
the Graustark 'kingdoms, grqat and 
small. They are. however, necessary 
and1 important ingredients in any 
great collective endeavcr such as 
ours. If Senator Lewis were merely 
a showpiece, there would be no 
meaning of symbolism in his dress 
or his beard. But he is a great deal 
more than that, an astute and dili- 
gent legislator, and, more pertinent- 
ly a liaison between the drab de- 
vices'of latter-day government and 
the high amenities,, dignities and 
classical afflatus of the founding fa- 
thers. 


That 
I 
believe, is important. 


When 'we set up our government, 
and for many years afterward Eng- 
land looked upon us as illiterate 
colonials. Europe in general regard- 
ed us as uncouth yokels beneath 


contempt. But many of the men 
who made America were truly Olym- 
pian in their scholarship, their cul- 
ture and their heritage of stately 
intellectual tradition, derived not 
only from France and England but 
from Greece and Rome. It was a 
magnificent resurgence of the hu- 
man spirit which threw up the 
southern culture of the cavaliers 
and the great spiritual and intellec- 
tual florescence of New England.

We need 
at least a few statesmen around who 
still have winged words in their 
quiver.

Hence this writer for one. ad-

These 
high invocations fade, sometimes 
even become a bit ridiculous as our 
civilization

mechanized, 


routined, stripped

and geared to dull certainties of se- 
curity, or at least our efforts to at- 
tain it. 


Therein, I believe, lies a deep pit- 


fall for democracy. Our beginnings
